DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Shao-Hua Guo on January 13, 2009. The application has been amended as 
follows: 

Claims 14, 15, 16, 17 and 19 which are drawn to apparatuses have been 
cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding Claim 1 , the closest prior art, Calvert et al. (US Patent No. 

3,876,602) reference discloses the method as claimed in claim 1 except for the first fluid 
stream is introduced discontinuously for a period of from 0.5 to 60 s and the catalyst is 
metered in after a delay of from 0.5 to 3 s after commencement of the introduction of the 
first fluid stream. Calvert et al. reference discloses the steps of metering catalyst into the 
capillary tube before the first fluid stream is introduced. 

Claims 2-5, 8-1 3 and 1 8 directly or indirectly depend on Claim 1 .
